That 
the French Government at home 
contemplated or permitted this 
flagrant breach of neutrality, amount- 
ing to actual hostility to Japan, we 
do not believe at all; it is the local 
authorities in Indo-China who are 
to blame. . The interpellators in the 
French Chamber put their finger on 
the blot when: they asserted that the 
orders of the Government had been 
unheeded; and we were glad to read 
the statement of the Paris corres- 

ndent of the “Times,” that “the 

‘rench authorities” (which obviously 
does not include the colonial au- 
thorities) “have done more She the 
ublic generally supposes in order to 
thow thcit determination to observe 
neutrality.” The Japanese Govern- 
ment knows this; we read in the 
“Japan Daily Mail” of the 13th 
inst.: “It is evident that the good 
intentions of the French Cabinet are 
not doubted. France, as represented 
by her Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has now publicly declared that to 
allow Russian vessels to enter and 
make use of her territorial waters 
is to inflict a wrong upon Japan, 
and she has also’ publicly de- 
clared that if such entry or use 
be hereafter made it will be because 
of dereliction of duty on the part of 
her own officials, or because of 
deliberate violation of her neutralit, 
by the Russians. That much at all 
events is certain, and in the face of 
such certainty it is scarcely conceiv- 
able that the outrage witnessed dur- 
ing the past month will be continu- 
ed’ or repeated.” The reason why 
Japan has confined herself to 
protests and has so readily accepted 
the assurances of the French Govern- 
ment is doubtless that Admiral 
Rozhdiestvensky, by lingering in 
the lower parts of the China Sea, in 
the favourite bunting-ground’ of 
typhoons, on a coast not very 
thoroughly surveyed, is really play- 
ing Admiral Togo’s game. 

The remarkable telegram publish- 
ed this morning to the effect that 
Admiral Rozhdiestvensky does nob 
care whether he is infringing French 
neutrality or not, and means to 
act as he thinks right independently 
of all other considerations, is ex- 
pleined by the Berlin telegram 
received this morning which states 
that the nerves of the gallant Ad- 
miral have given away and that he 
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has asked to be recalled. This ne’ 
is given as a rumour, though it 
mentioned that Admiral Birileff is 
to succeed to this damnosa haredit- 
as, but it is very probable. The 
Russians and their sympathisers 
were cock-a-hoop at first at the news 
that the Bultic fleet had. got safely 
into the China Sea without any 
interference.on the part of the 
Japanese; but it is now dawning 
upon them that the Baltic fleet has 
walked right into a trap. A glance 
at a map of the world will show that, 
the only exits from the China Sea 
are through narrow passages where 
Togo’s destroyers and submarines 
ean make themselves very unplea- 
sant, and the Baltic fleet is really 
in a predicament which is enough 
to shake the nerves of the strongest 
man. It seems to be generally un- 
derstood that Admiral Togs, with bis 
four ironclads, has no intention of 
risking a naval battle in the 
open sea, unless circumstances should 
force him to do it; and it is certain 
that he will not risk his big ships 
where he bas not a Japanese port 
near at hand for any disabled vessel 
to make for. Every day’s delay on 
the part of the Russians is a direct 
gain to the Japanese ; for the Japan- 
ese dockyards are turning out large 
new destroyers almost daily, and 
there are no sailors afloat who can 
handle destroyers and torpedo-boats 
better than the Japanese, and they 
will probably be equally successful 
with their ‘submarines. The ap- 
proach of the Baltic fleet to the 
coasts of Japan will necessarily, if it 
ever occurs, be.regarded with anxiety 
at Tokio, but with no far of the 
result, It has been urged that the ac- 
curacy of the guns on Admiral Togo’s 
ships must be to a great extent im- 
paired by the work they have done 
during the past year; but it is con- 
fidently etated that his ships have all 
been re-armed since the Port Arthur 
fleet made its last unhappy sortie, 
We have heard so little. about 
Marshal Oyama’s movements since 
the. great battle which condemned 
poor General Kuropatkin to obscurity 
that an impression has been formed 
that his army is resting on its 
laurels, but this is a mistake. R-in- 
forcements have been reaching the 
Marshal all_the time, and we learn 
from the “Japan Duily Mail” that 
his forces are continually ad- 
vaneing in five powerful columns 
by five different roads, with a front 
extending over a distance of from 
100 to 150 miles. “They know 
exactly where to fiud the Russians. 
Indeed they can locate the enemy 
* more accurately than ever, for it is

FIGHTING ON THE

Tokio, 12th May. 

It is officially announced that two 
regimen's of Russian infant-y, five

A gale was blowing, and the retir- 
ing Russians set fire to the grass and 
brashwood on the hills to cover their 
retreat. 

It is alleged that this was a re- 
connaissance in force, in view of 
Japanese activity in the Tunghua

We have to thank the Cousul-General 
for Japan for the following official 
telegrams received by him — 

Tokio, 11th May, 

Enemy, consisting of about two regi- 
ments infantry, five compavies cavalry, 
anda company artillery, made attack 
9/5 morning on neighbourhood of 
Yingugehchéng, from the direction of 
Naushauchéngtso (13 miles cast of 
Yingngehchéng,) and under the protection 
of powerful guns, came up within a 
hundred metres in front of our army. 
But our corps in occupation of Ying- 
ngohchéng made counterattack ; repulsed 
with great loss, the enemy retreated 
towards Naushanchdngtee, leaving behind 
them on field 60 corpses and 160 wound- 
ed. Besides, there were great number 
of dead and wounded carried to the rear 
on the stretchers borne by the enemy 
soldiers in Chineso clothes. ‘Total loss of 
the enemy would not be below 400. Our 
casualties only one private killed and 
fifty wounded,

for which Lord Lavsdowne has 
asked, Wemay point out that it 
would be an assistance if 
ticulars of any specific cases of neglect 
of the Mackay treaty were communi- 
cated to Mr. E. S. Little, it being 
evidently desirable that the case of 
the British merchants should be 
strengthened as much as possible. 
Lord Lansdowne appears tobe anxious 
to do whatever is possible for British 
commerce in China, and the. reports 
of H. E, the Minister at Peking aud 
the British Consuls in many ports 
must already contain notices of the 
indifference or worse that Chinese 
officials have been showing to the 
stipulations of the Treaty of Shang- 
hai.

er well. For it must not be forgot- 
ten that of all the many needs of 
China at the present juncture, educa- 
tion is by far the most important, 
and here are 80 persons, all more or 
less trained and fitted for their 
vocation, busily engaged in clearing 
the mental vision of the rising gen- 
eration of this great land, a work for 
which China cannot be too grateful. 
Augustine came over to England 
almost alone. Teachers have come 
to China by the hundred. Nothing 
but good should follow their labours, 
provided that these are carried out 
with singleness of heart and the one 
sole object of the best instructors of 
all times—the inculcation of truth 
for truth’s sake. 

There are three main ways in 
which the teacher does good. They 
may be summed up in three words :— 
by his life, his words, and his writ- 
Japan has so fully absorbed 
the Western. instruction that was 
offered to her that she now feels 
quite competent to dispense with 
leading-strings and walk alone. How 
fully she is competent to do so let 
the events of the past year testify. 
Yet there remains amongst many of 
the best of Japan's great men a very 
warm regard for their Western 
instructors. Character tells every- 
where, but only with such as are 
sufficiently close to it to be intimate 
with its nobility. It is much the 
same With the. living voice, though 
this may come home to many to 
whom the secret of character may be 
unknown. It is to the written 
words, to books, that the greatest 
effect of the teacher’s work is due. 
For one who is influenced by a living 
example, ten may bevaffected by a 
discourse, and ten thousand by a 
book. It is therefore to the makin; 
jof books that the ducatio: 








‘Association has wisely directed much 
of its energy. When it is rewem- 
bered that before the advent of 
foreigners, China was without the 
simplest and commonest text-books 
for her youth, without an arithmetic, 
a geography, and many atiother neces- 
sity of the West, a glance at the list 
now ready and in common use is no 
bad criterion of the usefulness of 
the Society now about to hold its 
fifth Triennial Meeting. Most of the 
commonest demands are already 
satisfied, but much remains to be done 
For if China is to emulate her eastern. 
neighbour, she must begin at the 
bottom, and though there is needed 
much attention to army, navy, civil 
service, and other national require- 
ments, reform in these, without a 
corresponding attention to the found- 
ation of them all, national education, 
will be so much waste labour. It is 
no less true of the present war than 
it was of the great European war of 
thirty-five years ago that it is the 
schoolmaster who is . winning it, 
China therefore ueeds a_ national 
system based on a uniform standard 
fitted to her requirements, She will 
find ready toher hand manuals on 
almost all conceivable subjects, and 
if others are still wanting they. can 
goon be supplied. Most of the 
teachers belonging to the Assvciation 
have no connection with Government 
institutions. Their work, therefore, 
is pure gain to the Chinese nation, 
Incidentally it may be mentioned 
that besides giving their services 
they spend a great deal of money, 
the aggregate of which. as has re- 
cently been shown by the statistician 
of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
Service, is no small addition to the 
income side of China’s balance sheet, 

We gather trom the Society’s notice 
that a great feature of this year’s 
meeting will be the Chinese educa- 
tional exhibit returned from the St. 
Louis Exhibition. This will be at- 
tractive not merely to the teacher 
but to the public generally. It will 
show the kind of work that has been 
done hitherto, and cannot fail to prove 
a stimulus to all engaged in the work 
of training Young China. Young 
China is peculiarly amenable to 
kindly treatment, and being blessed 
with as good a brain as most people, 
and moreover, having a hereditary 
respect for learning of all sorts, 
together with * memory second to 
none, is quite able to hold his own 
with those of bis age when given 
equal chances. Students that have 
gone to England and America have 
sometimes surprised both fellow- 
students and tutors alike. 

Ib is perhaps an oversight on the 

rt of the officers concerned not to 
Fave made more public use of the 
meeting than has been, or apparently 
is intended to be done. hen an 
Educational Association in England 
or the States honours a city by hold- 
ing its assemblies there, a great deal 
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is made of the fact. There are pub- 
lic receptions at which the Mayor 

resides, and to which all the nota- 

les come. ‘The town is visited by 
hundreds besides those immediately 
interested, and outside the formal 
finctions, sociality and good-fellow- 
ship ho'd sway. Shanghai is now 
big enough, rich enough, and educat- 
ed enough to do likewise, aud it is to 
be hoped that when the next Triennial 
Meeting of the Sosiety comes round, 
there will be something more male 
of it. Technically, of course, ev ry- 
thing possible is done already, as the 
Triennial volumes of reports amply 
testify, but dry discussion might well 
be enlivened by something lvss 
exigent and more restful. 








DERELICT MINES. 


17th May. 

Ir wil be remembered that the 
British Consul-General here pub 
lished a fortnight ago a notification 
in the following terms :-—, 

“From a report issued by the 
Commanding Officer of H. M. S. 
Hogue it appears that the reports of 
the many floating -mines between 
Shanghai and Chefoo have been 
greatly exaggerated. 

“Although mines do exist, it is 
probable that what are taken for 
mines are in many cases only floating 
casks, logs of wood, ete. ; and whilst 
every precaution should still be 
adopted, it is hoped that confidence 
will be somewhat restored by reason 
of this information, which has been 
issued after a careful and constant 
survey of these waters,” 

A.'more unfortunate notification 
than this we have not seen for a long 
time, and we can only imagine that 
it was really intended for quotation 
in the House of Commons by Earl 
Perey, or to reassure the British 
squadron that is coming up to 
Weihaiwei from the South. The 
ineptitude .of the nosification is 
remarkable. ‘The Hogue, we are 
told, has made “a careful and con- 
stant survey,” and found that the 
mines “ do exist ;” why, then, did she 
not destroy them? “Every pre- 
caution should still be adopted,” and 
yet “it is hoped that confidence will be 
somewhat restored ;” -how can con- 
fidence be restored as long as it is 
still necessary to take every precau- 
tion? The fact is that Sir John 
Fisher's precipitate reforms have 
deprived the Commander-in-Chief on 
this station of any vessels which he 
can use to destroy mines, and the 
job is left. o merehant vessels, hardly 
‘a day passing before and since the 
issue of the “Hogue’s notification, 
without an account in our columns of 
the attempted or successful explosion 
of a mine by a merchant steamer. 
‘The Hogue is 4 recent arrival on this 
station, and her commanding officer 
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has evidently a very limited know- 
ledge of the class of me: w'o are 
captains and officers of regular (raders 
between Shanghwi and the uorth, or 
he would not accuse them of mistak- 
ing floating casks, logs of wxod, etc., 
for mines. We do uot write, how- 
ever, to criticise the nolification, bu: 
to urge again on the various naval 
autho ities in the interest of all who 
oceupy their business in great wats rs 
in North China the duty of looking 
for and destroying as many of these 
mines as possible, the danger from 
which increases as they drift farther 
and furcher from where they were 
originally deposited.

THE FOREIGN TRADE 


OF CHINA IN 1904. 
17th May. 
Iv. 

Mr. Morst’s last section is headed, 
“Balance of Trade,” and it is n very 
careful consideration of this thorny 
subject. He says: “Attention has 
been recently drawn to the adverse 
balance of trade in China as gauged 
by the statist’cs of visible imports 
and exports published in the annual 
Returns of Trade at the Tr: ports, 
and it bas formed the subject of a 
pamphlet issued from the Depart- 
ment.” This pamphlet we discussed 
in these columns at the time. Mr. 
Morse continues: “ Until the end of, 
the war with J«pan, 1895, China hid 
incurred practically no foreign debt; 
as a consequence of that war she was 
burdened with a debt of £50,000,000, 
or, say, Hk. Tle. 400,000,000, and the 
periodic payments abroad under this 
head were further increased by the 
indemnities t» be paid to Foreign 
Powers for their rescue operations in 
1900-01; and now the annual pay- 
ments under these two heads amount 
to upwards of Hk. Tis. 45,000,000 a 
year. The natural effect of this 
sudden increase in the national in- 
debtedness should be a corresp nding 
inerease in the shipment of native 
produce to cover the indebtedne-s, or, 
im the alternative, a reduction in the 
power of the Empire to absorb foreign 
products imported. This has not 
ocetirred. ‘Taking merchandise only, 
and disregarding the movement of 
treasure—the small change of ni- 
tions,—we find that in a trade in 
which, as shown in our published 
statistics, imports and exports former- 
ly about balanced each other, a diver- 
gence began about 1896, which be- 
came more marked fiom 1901—but 
it was imports which increaed in 
undue proportion of value, In 1903 
the divergence had become so great 
that the value of merchandise 
imported exceeded that of merchan- 
dise exported by no less than 31 per 
cent, while in 1904 imports (Hk. T's, 
844,060,608) exceeded exports.(Hk.

The values are those required for 
international exchange: for importe, 
the value which must be sent abroad, 
the value at the moment of leaving 
the importing vessel (c. i. £) before 
adding any sums payable either 
to official or to commercial China; 
for exports, the value which must be 
received from abroad, the value at 
moment of reaching the exporting 
vessel (£ 0, b.) including all charges 
paid on Chinese soil.” 

Mr. Morse refers briefly to ‘the 
argument that the value of the 
imports into China is raised ab- 
normally by the decline in the value’ 
of silver. But this argument, he 
shows, applies also to the exports, 
and while the. producer’ knows 
nothing of fluctuations in exchange, 
the middlemen through whose hands. 
all the produce passes, “are keenl! 
alive to every point which will 
advantage them in the warfare of 
trade.

‘The price of Chinese products is not 
fixed by the cost of production in- 
China, but by the. price to be realised 
in the world markets ; for it must be 
remembered that, except in tea 
and silk, there is, in China, no 
conscious production for a foreign 
market, but that produce comes for 
ward when the price offered is 
sufficiently attractive; even for tea 
the price is made by Ceylon; while 
Italy and France settle the price of 
silk, With this premise it will be 
admitted that the price demanded 
for exports will follow exchange as’ 
closely as does the value: of im- 
ports, and that for a commoddity 
which will realise £1 a picul in 
foreign markets, and for which Tis; 
7 will be offered at a certain ex-’ 
change, Tis, 8 will be demanded if 
exchange falls to ‘a corresponding” 
extent; and it may be: assumed that 
the Chinese jobber will persist in his 
demand, and that the foreign ex- 
poeies wal ultimately accede to it.”

Repression and gravity are keynotes 
of Chinese ceremonial, but the alert 
attention, the prompt recognition of

The Steamlaunch Disaster. 

Up to time of writing (3.45 p.m.) over 
forty bodieeshave-been- recovered. The 
great difficulty has been in first hauling 
the boat sayer,on :hor, keel, aud then 

jing "her “sufficiontly’to allow of her 
being drawn into shallow water. 

‘The first difficulty has been overcome, 
and part of the funnel~and the foromast 
arg above water. 

When, the, boat. capsised,, she turned 
completoly over. This prevented any 
escape of passengers who were on the 
lower ‘decks’ atid cabins. “Being now 
resting .onher’ keel, ‘chains and’ stoo! 
hawsers are’ béing made fast to the’ boat, 
80 that at floodtide she may bo dragged 
close to the Burid whoro, at low water, 
most of the’ cabins can be reached and 
the bodies recovered, The estimate given 
yesterday is only too likely to prove 
correct. ‘Tho steam launch ought only 
to carry 135 passongors, but it is said 
‘sho had over 300 on board. Many stories 
of Chinese heroism are told. When the 
small steamer turned over, about four 
minntes lapsed before she sank. Daring 
this time many wero rescued by Chinese 
at the risk of their own lives. It seoms 
the compradore of the boat had shut all 
the doors of the saloon and cabins to 
provent any more passengers ontoring.

The former gave the 
whole matter of education his. cweful 
attention, erecting most suitable buIdings 
for his co'leg-. ‘The la'ter svems to con- 
sider the whote scheme ‘wnnecess ry, and 
though he will no. doubt carry it on, the 
rate of progress will not b» a3 great as it 
was.

French Neutrality. 

‘The Japanese papers continue to write 
in a very strong tone, Some of them 
declare that the time has passed for 
protests addressed to France. What hns 
now to be done is to ask England to 
fulfil her treaty engagements ; to ask her 
plainly and direct. The “ Asahi” thinks 
that France's declarations with regard to 
Camranh Bay having been now proved 
to be wholly deceptive, the entire respon: 
sibility for what ensues must rest on h 
shoulders, If reprisals be adopted, even 
if war be declared, France will have to 
thank herself, Japan’s long-suffering has 
its limits, The French have a large fleet 
in the East, scattered about at places 
remote from the points where thoir duty 
calls them, and even those that happon 
‘on the Indo-China coasts, are 
hidden away in Saigon. It is impossible 
to imagine that these things are happen- 
ing through her mero inadvertence. 
‘Tho management of her telegraphs alone 
sufficient to demonstrate her com- 
icity. ‘The “Nichi Nichi” now urges 
the nocessity of the assumption by Japan 
of a decisive attitude vis-d-vis Franco 
immediately. The ‘Yorozu Choho” 
wonders what M. Harmand (French 
Minister in Tokio) is doing at this 
juncture, ‘The paper declares that 
Franco has deliberately deceived Japan, 
and bas forfeited all title to confidence. 

The Hokkaido Raid. 

‘The Russian torpedo-boats which ap- 
peared off Mochida Cape, Shiribeshi 
Province; Hokkaido, on Friday forenoon, 
seem to havo already steered for Viadivo- 
stock, All that can be said for this raid is

The Watch Committoo has met a do- 
putation from the local butchers’ guild in 
reference to the recently advertised ad- 
dition of 2 cents per pound to the prices 
of beef and mutton. ‘The former appears 
to be duo to the imposition of a lekin 
charge on all cattle brought into the 
Settlement from tho Tanyang district, 
but since it is understood that this levy 
has been reduced to 1,800 cash per head 
the corresponding increase per pound, 
viz., 1 cont ouly, is warranted ; dicsctions 
are given that the increase be limited in 
this sense.

‘Tuberculosis continues to pe by far the 
most common cause of death among’both 
foreign and’ native populations. The 
Chinese habit of indiscriminate spitting, 
combined with overcrowding and the 
abeenee of sy’ guoeeal ‘onorindgs- 6 
garding the cause of tho .disoase 
(Consumption) among the majority of the 
native doctors is responsible for the un- 
diminished death rate from this’ cause 
among the Chinese. Most cases aiong 
foreigners are probably derived by 
infection from native cases. By way of 
combatting this diseasé, in ‘addition to 
general sanitary moasures, placards ‘and 
notices calling attention to, the danger of 
spitting, especially when the person 
suffers from Consumption, have been 
published. It is proposed to propare a 
special notice giving measures for pro- 
vention of infection for distribution 
among the conmamptive pationts of the 
local Hospitals for Chinese, if acceptable 
to the physicians thereof. 

Tho imposition of $5 extra lokin on 
cattle coming. to Shanghai from the 
Tanyang district has given the local bu 
an opportunity for incroasing the 
both beef and mutton. Measures 

taken, ponding the adjustment 
of the lekin question by the Consular 
authori to ascertain what Iprofits 
the butchers and cattle hongs aro 
making snd whether an incroaso in tho 
price of meat is justifiable. Thoro has 
been a shortage of the cattle supply since 
the extra lekin was imposed. 

On account of continued adult 
of milk the YahLoong-shing dairy 
closed and the license withdrawn. Four 
prosecutions for adulteration of milk wero 
undertaken during the month, the sent- 
‘ences being fines of $20 and $50 and im- 
prisonments of three weeks and one month 
respectively. 

All the licensed laundries and dairies 
have been clexnsed and whitewashed 
during the month and good headway has 
been made with the general scheme of 
whitewashing and cleansing all nat 
dwellings within the Settlement, the mai 
feature of which is thatthe occu

Eliexbeth, whoso rendering of “ Kol 
Nidrie,” by Max Bruch, and “Sur lo 
Lac,” by B. Godard, was a treat not 
often realised here by those who love 
this crown prince of stringed insteu- 
mer 

‘There were three vocal numbers in the 
programme, Miss Petersen, whose 
charming fresh young voice was admir- 
ably suited to it, gave us Toresa del 
Riogo’s “0, Dry’ those Tears,” with a 
delicious violin obbligato by ber 
B. Petersen, A.0.V. ; Mr. J. 
sang in rather 
Broom’s impressive ballad, “Stars 
Forget ;” and Mr. P. V, Oudin quite 
captivated his audience by the feeling 
which he put into his singing of two 
always popular songs, C. Chai 
“PAuneau ¢’Argent,” and B. Goda 
“Chanson de Florian.” Miss Petersen 
and Mr. Ondin were encored en- 
thusiastically; Miss Petersen choosing 
for her second flight a reassuring ballad, 
“Beyond,” by E. St. Quintin; and Mr. 
Oudin singing Pagliacci’s “Pierrot et 
Pierretto,” areally delightful choice. Mr. 
Ward, who hus an exquisite touch, 
companied Mr. Tyack; Mrs. Pete 
accompanied her daughter; and Miss 
Maud Owers most artistically accom- 
panied Mr. Oudin. The orchestra gave 
one the impression of great gentleness 
and good breeding, but it blazed up now 
and then in the Symphony. 








































































MR. WARD'S ORGAN 
RECITAL. 


“Good wine needs no bush,” and 
therefore it is not surprising that the 
Cathedral was well filled on Friday night 


to hear the new organist, in spite of the | 


fact that the programme had not been 
published. The Recital opened well 
with Bach’s glorious “Toccata and Fugue 
in D. Minor.” The arpeggio passages 
were given with brilliance, and the short 
series of antiphonal phrases in the fugue 
received a scholarly interpretation. It 
isa far cry from Bach to the modernity 
of Dvorak, but the composer of the 
“Spectre’s Bride” has seldom written 
anything more tender and tuneful than 
the largo from the “New World Sym- 
phony.” The organist’s choice of stops 
in this piece was most tasteful, and his 
subdued staccato pedalling was one of 
the best features of an excoptionally fine 
rendering. Barnett’s “Offertoire,” with 
its haunting melody, was th 
piece, after which came 
‘The player chose Raff's well-known “Cava- 
tina in D Major.” The double-stopping 
at the close of the piece was finely given, 
and the whole performance was remark- 
able for purity and beauty of tone. ‘Then 
followed a graceful “Allegretto” by 
Wolstenholme, and the recital closed 
with West's sonorous “Festal Com- 
memoration March.” The vocal num- 
bers comprised a charactoristic song by 
Henschel, and the difficult aria from the 
Elijah’ ough ;” in which Mr. 
V. Meyer's fine voice wxs heard to ad- 
vantag 
Mr. Ward’s playing cannot fail to 
‘appeal to all lovers of good music. The 
fatal fault, common to so many organists, 
of » certain blurred manner iv playing 
fugal musio, is conspicuous by its absonce 
in Mr. Ward. The organ, which has 
lately been giving trouble with the reeds, 
was in its best condition; and the pro- 
gramme was not too long. We missed 
the great name of Henry Smart, that 
prince of writers for the organ; but in a 
hort programme it is of course impos- 
sible to draw upon many composers. We 
hope that Mr. Ward will soon favour us 
with snother recital, and that his next 
programme will be equally interesting 
and eclectic.

Stz,—It is obvious that the mercantile 
marine sorvice of North China—eventual- 
ly of South China also—is thrown upon 
ite own resources to destroy the minés 
that are promiscuously floating about the 
Yellow Sea.and farther. It is therefore 
difficult to understand that any vossel— 
other than a jank—should be content to 
report the mines without making an effort 
to destroy thom. It might be pleaded 
that no means are supplied to the ship for 
the destruction of the infernal machines, 
but there must be a shame-facedness with 
such a plea after the splendid examples 
of many coasting steamers in doing their 
best for the goneral security, and if owners| 
of vessels are too blind to their own 
interests to refuse to supply the guns and 
‘ammunition, they are greatly to be blamed 
and should be held up for opprobrium. 

Another question of equal importance 
is: What are the I. M. Customs 
cruisors doing in idle waters whereas they 
could be usefully employed in searching 
and oxploding the mines? The perils 
have in now the foggy season has| 
sot in and this makes the case more 
urgent. The torpedo-boat of four funnels 
at Taku—supposed to have been deputed 
for that object some mouths sgo—is still 
at Taku and the vessel, or rather those in 
command of her, are 80 sensitive of its 
value that the merchsnt coaster is signal- 
Jed to “go slow” whon passing her in 
the river, It must be conceded that the 
Chinese Governmont carries out the 
principle of the signal to its fullest appli- 
cation and causes the greatest irritation 
to all perilously concerned. 

It is now ascertained to certainty that 
a “tipping” mine will sink with a Leo 
Metford bullet rightly placed, and a 

od mine will go off with any pro- 
jectile that strikes the easily snapped 
glass tube. There is no excuse for any 
not to do their bost to rid the seas of 
this great danger; whether merchant- 
man or cruiser.

Sm,—We, the undermentioned pas- 
songors, just arrived from Tientsin by the 
8, Heinchi, wish once moro to draw 
attention of those in authority (if any- 
body) to the fact that mines, not fish tabs, 
are a great danger to passengers and 
steamors travelling north. On the 14th tho 
Heinchi sighted a mine, and after firing at 
it for some time and repeatedly striking 
it without any effect, the chief officer, Mr. 
Miller, was sont off in charge of a boat 
and made a towline fast to it. The mine 
was towed for six hours, when the rope 
gave way, and although there was a thick 
fog and nasty swell at tho time, Captain 
W. cruised around about two hours, trying’ 
to get sight of it. At last the search 
hed to be abandoned, and. we proceeded 
on our way. We had not gone far before 
wo sighted one of Butterfield and Swire's 
bosts which had found our errant mine. 














As we came into view, the other boat, 


evidently knowing we were searching for 
44| this 


mine, steamed away, and the Hsin- 
chi once more lowered & boat (the chief 
officer again in charge) and in spite of 
the danger of coming in contact with the 
mine—as the swell was very heavy at 
time—sueceeded in once more securing 
it, and it was towed for another five 
hours, when at about 9.15 p.m. it again 
broke away, and was lost in the f 
night. We think the travelling public 
will fully appreciate what the captains 
and officers of the northern steamers do 
to destroy these dangers. The last one 
the Hsinchi picked up exploded about 
100 yards astern, and they have small 
portions of iron, belonging to it, which 
‘came on board. ' This certainly was not 
‘a beer cask, as was witnessed by several 
passengers and officers. Wo suggest the 
Companies ought to reward their captains 
and officors who risk their lives when 
picking up these mechanical mines. One 
picked up may mean the saving of « 
wundred lives, without counting the loss 
of- the steamers. The Chinese gunboat 
brought two into Chefoo on the 13th ult., 
and exploded them under the Bluff 
(these were not beer casks). We 
should suggest the steamboat companics 
supply their officers with rif_es carry- 
ing steel bolts. Had wo a rifle that 
would have penetrated the mine it would 
not have been necessary for Mr. Miller 
to have risked his life twice in such a 
heavy swell.

Death of a Prominent Chinese

The Tartar General-designate

H. E. Chao Erh-sén, late President of 
the Board of Revenue in Peking, was 
received in special audience by their 
Imperial Majesties the Emperor and 
Empress Dowager ou the 8th instant. 
The new Tartar General had asked for 
the audience for the purpose of thanking 
their Majesties for his new appointment, 
and was commanded to start for Mukden 
without delay. His Excellency therefore 
handed over the Board of Revenue to his 
successor, H. E. Chang Pei-hsi, on Satur- 
day, the 13th, and is ted to leave 
for Mukden on the 18th instant, travel- 
ling by rail as far as Heinmintun, 
which is about three stages distant 
to the southwest of Mukden. It is 
reported that H. E. Tstog Ch‘, 
the predecessor of Chao Erh-sén, has 
been recently impeached by a number of 
censors on the charge of cowardice and 
truckling to the Russians, it being strong- 
ly felt that had an abler and more de- 
tormined person been Tartar General at. 
‘Mukden in 1900 and the following years, 
the Russians would nevor hay able 
to have obtained such a strong foothold 
in Manchuria, thereby bringing on the 
present war. 

Cause for Suspicion. 

Much suspicion as to the ulterior mo- 
tives of the Japanese in Mong lis has heen 
recently created in Peking, owing to 
several visits made by a supposed agent of 
the Japanese Government at the officrs of 
the Mongolian Superintendency (Li ¥an- 
yuan). It is stated that the agent called 
at the Secretariat and asked a considerable 
number of questions »8 to the Mongolian 
economy ; the custom of paying tribute to 
the Empire ; h»w the Government in 
tarn acts towards the Mongol tribes, 
theirlaws and political status, etc., eto., 
copious notes of which were taken'down 
by him.

The Proposed Boycott on 
American Goods. 

We understand that at the meeting of 
gentry and merchants at the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce last week it was 
decided to request Chinese merchants 
thoughout the empire to stop orderin; 
goods from the United States, beginning 
from the Ist of the 7th moon, or 1st of 
August next, that is to say, about two 
months from date of the decision, as a 
protest against the severe terms of the 
proposed new Chinese Exclusion Treat; 
Tn pursuance of this plan the Committee 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
sent telegrams on the day of the 
meeting to the Chinese Chambers 
of Commerce and principal guilds 
of the twenty-two treaty ports, inform- 
ing them of the result of the meet. 
ing and requesting their co-operation. 
On Friday of last week a large number of 
Cantonese merchants met at their guild 
on Ningpo Road to endorse the pro- 
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ceedings of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and on Sunday merchants and dealers of 
Fukien province met at their guild 
at Tungkadoo for the same purpose. 
Tt jis, of course, understood that 
the boycott should cease as soon as 
more just provisions are allowed in 
the proposed new treaty. During the

HE BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT AND 
HE MACKAY 

TREATY. 

‘The following correspondence will 
iNustrate the preseut position of the 
Mackay treaty with reference to its 
mining clause, and will prove that the 
Treaty is not effective. 

A British merchant in Shanghai 
owns some mining land in China 
wishes to develop same, wrote to his 
Consul in the district concerned, im- 
mediately upon the receipt of Router’s 
telogeam (which appeared in our colamns 
on the 21st ult.) in which Burl Perey in- 
formed the public that the Government 
had no idea that the Mackay Troaty was 
ineffective, calling the Consul’s attention 
to this statement of the Government 
in the House of Commons, and asking 
whether he was now in a position to 
demand permit for the opening of this 
mine. A reply was received on Monday. 

(In the following letters all names 
have been for obvious reasons, for the 
present, suppressed.) 

British Consulate, 

“ Dear Sir,—I beg to acknowledge re- 
coipt of your letter of the 6th inst. 
enquiring whether you can count upon 
Consular support in demanding @ permit

with by @ cireular from Legation to the 
Consuls, dated 18th July 1899, which is 
published in China Blue Book No. 1, 
1900, p. 286. In this circular, whi 
was approved by the Foreign Office, 
was pointed out that foreigners had still 
no treaty right to buy land other than 
for missionary purposes or to work 
mines in the interior of China; but that 
the regulations issued by the Mining 
Board served to show the conditions 
under hicoor the Chinese Government 
was pre} to allow foreign skill and 
capital to be employed in ‘Chinese mining 
operations. 

‘These regulations had already beon 
protested against by His Majesty's Minis- 
tor; others were subsequently issued 
which were also unsatisfactory. 
you are aware, the British and Amer- 
ican Commercial Treaties of ,1902 and 
1903 stipulated that China should recast 
her Mining Rules, so as to offer no im- 
pediment to the attraction of foreign 
capital, and that foreigners should be 
permitted to carry on mining operations 
in compliance with these rules. The 
rules, a5 recast, have not been officially 
communicated to the Consulates, very 
pensbly because, as reported by H. M. 

linister, not fulfilling the terms of the 
Treaty. ‘But the rules have been publish 
4 such as they are, I am afraid 
tered, any foreigner 
otiate for mining conces- 
to be guided by them if 

negotiate with any prospect of 
success. I can find nothing in the new 
Treaties which confers, as you seem to 
suggest, a right to open mines where they 
please, irrespective of the regulations and 
conditio.s which may be imposed by the 
Chinese Government. apart, however, 
from the question of Treaty rights, I fully 
recognise ths desirability of eucouraging 
British enterprise in assisting the develup- 
meut of mining resources in this provinee, 
and I shall, of course, be glad to give you 
juch geueral assistance and support as is 
in my power in any negotiations you may 
undert ike for » mining concession.” 

From the above it iy evident that to- 
day, a. the moment of writing this, in 
spire of » Government staxement in the 
House of Commons, British subjects are 
unable to demand « jermit to mine in 
China, except under regulations which the 
Ministers thomse:ves have rejected, With 
these letters before us there is so need of 
further evideuce to prove the fact that the 
Mackay Treaty, as far as this -sub- 
ject at any rwe is concerned, is ut: 
terly ineffective. Let us remember that 
in the Mackay Treaty, signed in 1902, 
China entered into solemn eugagements to 
initiate and conclude within one ye .r from 
the signing of the Treaty, a series of min- 
ing laws based upon accepted Western 
proceedure. More than two and arhalf 
years after this date weare in the same 
position as we were before the treaty 
was signed, and a British morchsat ‘s 
told officially by his Consul that he 
has no right to demand, and cannot 
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compare the statement of Earl Percy, 
speaking for the Government, as report- 
ed in Reuter’s telegram of the 20th ult. 
that the Government has no knowledge 
that the Treaty is not effective, and the 
Consul’s letter, quoted above, officially 
controverting the statement of the Go- 
vernment to Patliament.

arrangements that would be found in a 
post office at home, comes almost as a 
shock of architectural extravagance. 
However, now that the way has been so 
splendidly shown, and putting out of the 
question any political motive there may be 
in the background, we may expect perhaps 
jome other Governments rising to

STEAM LAUNCH

Shocking Accident xt Ningpo.

An awful catastrophe occurred her 
this noon. About 1 p.m. the steam- 
launch Ningpo was leaving her pontoon 
crowded with 300 to 400 passengers, 
most of whom were going to Chinhai to 
see a famous procession or wei.

MUKDEN AND ITS 
VICEROY. 


A Well-deserved Honour. 
8th May. 

On the 16th of April, the streets of 
Mukden resounded with the music ac- 
companying a Wauminshan, or “Umbrella 
gifted by ® myriad people,” escorted 
by large numbers of retugece through 
great crowds of sympathetic onlookers. 
‘This most coveted honour is raroly 
bestowed. When given it is the glad 
expression of gratitude for many benefits 
received or for a long course of excellent 
government. Tho Chiang Chiin, Tsing 
Ch’, is well worthy of it on account of 
both reasons. He has now at length 
received the permission to retire from 
office which for years he has been vainly 
seeking. could not formerly be 
relieved while the existing conditions 
‘continued unchanged. 

In the Boxer Troubles. 

He has been much misunderstood in 
the world. He is s man of the most 
amiable disposition. But though of a 
yielding nature it is in the mterests of 
| peace, not from Isck of courage. Ho 
succeeded Yi, who fought with some 
distinction in the war ten. years ago. 
During the esrly part of his rule the 
Boxer outbreak occurred, when he was 
placed in a very difficult position. The 
official next to him in rank was a keen 
pro-Boxer, as were also not a fow other 














officials, while the sympathy of the army 
was entirely in that direction, The 
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‘Viceroy never fell under the spell of the 
dolusion. But his power was absolutely 
out of his hands. When the Decree 
acrived ordering the extermination of 
everything foreign and Christian, he 
did” not publish it till all for- 
eigners’ who would take warning were 
beyond the reach of danger. This course 
he pursued, though threatened with death 
‘as a pro-foreigner, : 

When the Boxers sought to take 
forcible possession of the arms in the 
armoury, he ordered a colonel to attack 
them, and in a few hours Boxerism in 
‘Mukden was dead. 


InJthe Russian Invasion. 
., 4 fow days thereafter the Russian 
troops entered from the south, and a 
new set of conditions, presenting difficul- 
ties of another sort, enveloped him. It is 
not impossible that a more self-assertiv. 
man might have made himself a greater 
name which would stand out moro pro- 
minently in the eyes of the world; but it 
is very questionable whether any other 
policy would have so effectually kept the 
peace, Ho certaiuly desorves well of hi 
country for the manner in which 
acted as the intermediary between tl 
country and the foreigner. 


In the Refugee Invasion. 

After the battle of Lixoyang began 
the drifting in of refugeos. ‘The first 
who came were, I believe, some Christians 
living in an important township on the 
main line of march, who were baras 
by the pressure of the ever-moving 
troops. Being Christians they knew they 
would r wolcome from their fel- 
Jow-Chri in the city. The Rov. J. W. 
Inglis took charge of these, providing a 
large compound for the purpose. Soou 
thereafter came a rush, and to. meet the

Ho also took measures to draw 
in grain from every direction still open 
to trafic, specially from Heinmintan.

Hundreds of waggons were employed all 
winter bringing in the kaoliang grain 
and despite the stringency of war 
moasures, ho snecessfully coped with the 
huge demand on the resources of the city. 
Ho sent an order to Tientsin for thou- 
nds of waded garments long before 
uy other had thought of the possibilit; 
of nood for them. Through some mi 
take those never came. The first 
garments to arrive came from the ladies 
of Tientsin and then from those of New- 
chwang. The Viceroy was very grateful 
on hearing of the timely donation. He 
subseqtiontly had an ample” supply, 
provided partly by himself and partly by 
the Shanghai Red Cross Society. To 
this Society he has felt much indebted 
for the assistance given, and before 
resigning office he took’ measures for 
tho restoration of the farmers to theit 
Jands, in which he looks hopefully for help 
from the Society. 


Mis Recognition of Christian Work. 


To the numerous Christian workers 
sot over the many refuges under the 
care of Mc. Inglis he expressed his’ seuse 
of their services by giving them each a 
yellow button. 

_ Ho has all along felt the greatness 
of the responsibility laid upon him 
to se the full extent of his 
influence and resources to save the 
many thousands of destitute refugees. 

Well worthy is he therofore of the 
honour done him by those suecoured,

Japan is well to the fore just now in 
Chiva; and such a representative man as 
Mr. Harada has deepened the ferling of 
rexpect and admiration felt for the people 
ofthat country He is an intensely spiritual 
man, and one is not surprised to know 
‘that he has a church of fully 600 members 
in Kobe. He gsve a pathetic message 
from a young Japanese Endeavourer, who, 
‘out of his poverty, had sent a contribution 
‘of twenty-five cents towards Christian 
¥ndeavour in China. 

A mensage has been cent from the 
Ningpo Convention to the Japanese 
Christian Endeavourers, expressing 
joy felt at the active Christian work being 
done in Japan, and an offertory of fifty 
dollars was made towards the god work 
being done amongst the suldiers and pri- 
soners by the Y. M. 0. A. 

Baturd»y afternoon was devoted to 
sectional mectings.

They further 
stayed and had dinner with a few of the 
prominent visitors, and then went to 
the evening meeting to hear Dr. A. H.

To some 
extent this expectation was fulfilled, but 
not to that anticipated, for the direct 
export to the United’ Kingdom which 
reached the large total of 25,500,000 Ibs., 
was only lessoned by the re-export of 
13,000,000 Ibs., thus making the net ship- 
ments to London 12,500,000 Ibs., a quan- 
tity even largely in excess of requiremonts, 
when it is borne in mind that the month- 
ly deliveries barely average 1,000,000 Ibs., 
while those for the past three months 
have fallen to 900,000 Ibs,: in fact, tho 
actual delivery for the month of April 
was only 800,000 Ibs., at which rato it 
would take ton months toget rid of tho 
existing stock.

teas.” This grade of tes, it must bo ro- 
membered, so far.as the English market 
is concerned, is used by dealers simply 
as padding to reduce the price of ‘their 
low-cost blends, the cighteenpenny 
canister, for instance ; so that every far- 
thing increase iu the cost of low-China tea 
tends to render it more unfitted for what 
is practically its only outlet in tho 
United Kingdom. 

In respect of China tea, it was thought 
that the 8d. per Ib. duty would havo 
benefited it, if not in price, at lonst by 
enabling it to form a greater part than 
usual of the cheaper canisters, and so 
go into consumption. Now that the 
duty will be reduced as from the Ist of 
July next from 8d. to 6d. ‘per Ib. that- 
hope is proportionally reduced.

Wo translate the following report of 
the district Magistrate of Tunglinghsion, 
Anbui (Sich Shih-tung) to H.E. Chéng 
Hain, Governor of that provino, which 
may be of interest to our readers. 

With referonce to the Tungkuan bill 
copper concession of Sir J. Lister-Kaye's 
Anyi Mining Company, situate in the 
writer's district of Tunglinghsien, I have: 
to report that on the 4th of May an 
American mining engineer named Td Fu 
(Duff ?), accompanied by several persons, 
arrived’ at Tungkuan hill and pat uj 
sta temple on thet hill. As scon asl 
heard of this I at once sent two soldiers 
of my guard to proceed thither to give 
the party every assistance, Subsequently 
the interpreter of the party, Chang Ch'i- 
ying, called upon me, and I learned that 
the mining engineer abovenoted had come 
at the request of the Anya Company to 
investigate existing conditions. I called 
upon theengineer, and during our converas- 
tion he told me that the machinery for the 
concession had not yet arrived, but that he

requesting that when the eoncessionaires 
have decided upon a settled date to begin 
work, the said Consul shoul! inform your 
Excellency thereanent and your Excellency 
cm then appoint an official to come down 
hore for the purpose so as to save time.

THE TIBET 
EXPEDITION. 


Srory or Russran Intrigue. 

Mr, Percival Landon read a paper on 
« The Political Results of the Mission to 
Lhassa,” before the Central Asian Society. 

Mr. ‘Landon (who sccompanied tl 
recent expedition) said that ther 
enormous justification for that expedi- 
tion. Of the people themselves they 
were divided into two classes, the monks 
‘i the laity. For all practical purposes 
the laity were as if they never existed. 
‘The monks themselves were divided into 
two parts, those who: lived in or ney 
Lhassa and those who did not, and the 
government lay entirely in the hands of 
tho former part. Since 1720, Tibet has 
been a vassal to China, and for that 
reason, if for no oth country has 
been kept backwards in the world’s pro- 
gress. Until the reign of the present 
Dalai Lama, evory one of his predecessors 
was put to death before he reached his 
eightoonth year. This custom enabled 
China to roassort her superiority at the 
election of each neWw god-king, for tl 
ruler of Tibet possessed the peculi 
position of being as much a god to his 
country as he was a perfect autocrat. 
His name is Tugyan Yassa, and he ow 
his oxtended life to a political intrigue. 

Tn 1899 a monk named Dorgis, who 
had so far lived quietly at his monastery 
near Lhassa, although that monastery 
was the home of Tibetan sedition, was 
secretly called to Russia. When he 
returned he was the unacerodited yet fully 
ompowored agent of Russia, From that 
timo forward Dorgis, the Dalai Lama, 
‘and one Charter Charpy wore the Govern- 
mont of Tibot, despite the Tsong Dhu, or 
Government Council. By the ond of 
1902 Dorgia had gained so much power 
that ho thought it wise to boast that by 
Easter in the following year there would 
be a party of Cossacks in Lhassa. Yet 
Charter Charpy, the really capable man 
of the triumvirate, was more favourable 
to England thn to Russia, till an unfor- 
tunate thing happened. Ho was foolish 
enough to insult f 
which reason the members of the Engli: 
Club at Darjecling ducked him in the 
pond around the fountain, ‘That ducking 
made him one of England’s bitterest 
enemies. ie

Prisoner was discharged. 

His Worship understood that no ship 
could be found for Smith for another fort- 
night, and said that, that being so, Messrs.

This was a rehearing of a petition of 
William Marshall, one of the executors 
of the will, 

Petitioner was represented by Mr, 
F. M, Brooks; Mr. H. P. Wilkinson 
appeared for tho Estate. 

John Goodaow, sworn, said the account 
rendered by W, Marshall was presented to 
him some time before W. Ortwin’s depa 
ture. Witness called Ortwin to the Con- 
sulate and he stated that he supposed 
the account was all right. Witness 
pressed him and told him to take the 
account away with him and look it over. 
When witnoss next saw him Ortwin said 

















‘and finally said he acknowledged it all. 
Mr. Marshall was appointed executor 
of the will by witness, together with 
a Mr, Macgregor. Afterwards William 
Ortwin was substituted for the Ist 
ter. This was in 1903. In the pro- 
bate of the estate the usual notices 
given and witness did not remem- 
bor Mr. Marshall ever prosonting any 
claim. ‘The whole transaction was hardly 
'& business one as Mr. Marshall was 3 
friend of the family. Mr. Marshall 
spoke to witness about the claim last year 
when he was sick. He told witness that 
the estate owed him money and witnoss 
asked him to make out au itemised bill. 
Mr. Marshall presented the. bill and 
witness cilled Ortwin's attention to it. 
He understood Ortwin to say the bill 
was right aud ought to be paid. ~Ort- 
win never changed his attitude in 
regard to this claim, and witness saw him 
the day he left, Witness knew of no 
settlement being made. thought 
‘Mr. Marshall could make up an account 
from his books avd cheques, but his 
impression was that it was a sort of 
family arrangement. There had been no 
final discharge of the executors. 

G. A. Derby, sworn, said he was in 
Mr. Goodnow’s office and beard part of 
the conversstion with Ortwin. From 
what he said witness understood that 
Ortwin could not deny any items in the 
bill. Witness also overheard the con- 
versation with Mr. Marshall. He took 
it that Ortwin acknowledged the bill 
and meant to pay it. Soon after the pro- 
bate of the will Mr. Marshall told witness 
that the estate owed him money. Wit- 
ness told him to got it into shape, 
later Mr. Marshall brought in a bill 
‘Spproximately the same as the present 























one. He thought that the first time Mr. 
Marshall brought in the bill it was not a 
formal claim, but simply a stetement of 
what the estate owed him. He was not 
certain whether it was filed; probably 
not. Witness knew that Mr. Marshall 
had paid some of the debts of the 
estate. 

W. Marshall, sworn, said the account 
he had rendered was correct but not 
half of what he was entitled to, ashe had 
claimed no commission or interest. The 
Tis. 4,850 were paid when the houses 
were sold. That was long before he 
presented the account to Ortwin, When 
he presented the account Ortwin said he 
could not deny a single item of the 
claim. Witness was still executor; no 
final account had beon made. He asked 
that he should be discharged and a 
suitable person appointed. 

‘Mr. Marshall was cross-examined at 
some length by Mr. Wilkinson as to the 
items of his claim. 

A letter from W. Ortwin denying the 
claim, and proof of payment to Scott and 
Carter were admitted by consent of both 
parties. 

His Honour reserved his decision

Just afterwards, the ricsha coolie came to 
him and told him about the sccident, but. 
the mafoo had then disappeared. 

Mr. Hooper, the mafoo's employer, 
stated that the mafoo had always been 
most careful on previous occasions, bnt 
on this occasion the pony was apparently 
little out of control. It had not got 
over a fright which it had received a day 
‘or two previously from the falling of 
packing caso.—The Assessor said that the 
mafoo had apparently taken no notice of 
the accident, and when asked by the con- 
stable as to theaccident, he drove on with- 
out making any report. It was ‘his duty 
to go back and seo what had happened 
and make a report.

‘Mr. F. Ellis reprosonted tho plaintiff, 
and Mr. T. Morgan Phillips appoared for 
the defence. 

Tho Assessor said that he and tho 
je had decided that the evidence 
case should be taken in the usnal 
manner of that Court— 
being admi 

Mr. Phillips said it seemed to him’ 
4 reasonable application that a foreigner 
—and in this caso a Britisher—should 
give his evidence upon oath. A Britis 
subject had almost invariably to give h 
evidence upon oath or afiirmation in his 
own Courts of Justice, and he thought 
the same course should be followed in 
the Mixed Court when matters of very 
considerable importance were being in- 
vestigated. That was all he wished to 
say upon the point. It was not for him 
to insist upon innovations in that Court 
and he was content with the ruling of 
the Court. 

In reply to Mr. Ellis, the Assossor said 
Mr. Clarke had better state his position 
in the matter and then Mr. Phillips 
could cross-examine, 

Mr. Clarke said he bad acted as agent 
for the Zay Woo Godown Company since 
1903, which he could prove by bis books, 
receipts, policies of insurance, etc. 

Mr. Clarke handed into Court the 
letter appointing him agent of the 
Company, press copy reavipte for his 

W's fees, and policies of insurance of 
the Company's property issyed in Mo, 


Olarke's name, 
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Tho letter appointing Mr. Clarke 
agent of the Company read as follows :-— 
We have already communicated with 
your compradore as regurds appointing 
yourself as agent of the Godown. ° The 
muagement of the Godowa aud the 
employment of staff will be enticely in 
your hands. ‘The amount which we offer 
to pay you is $200, as agency fee, It 
will seem to you a small sum but this is 
only the beginniug of the Godown and 
Wo want to keep it going in as saving a 
way as possible. If the business is ex- 
tended we shall make you a bigger pay- 
ment. At the end of tho your, after 
deducting the rent of the Godown, the 
Insurance, and the salary and the wages 
of the staff, and also the usual interest on 
tho capital, if there is any profit it shall 
be divided up into thirteen parts—10 
parts will be divided among the partners 
sud the three remaining will be given to 
you as bonus, We have arranged this 
with Mr, Pe Yu-ching, the compradore, 
hoping you will kindly agree. Hereafter 
all the business will be managed by you. 

‘This letter was not signed, but bore 
the chop of “the Godown Company, 
Messrs. Hopkins, Duun aud Co,” in 
Chinese. 

Mr. Clarke also produced the press 
copy of his letter accepting the Godown 
Company's terms. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Phillips, Mr, 
Clarko said he had received no share of 
profits under the agroomont. Thero might 
be somo profit this year if people paid their 
debts to the Company. When the letter 
containing theoffer was received, witnoss’s 
corapradore made its contents known to 

and witness said he would accept 
the offer. Tho letter accepting tho offer 
was dated 11th March. Witness kuew 
the Company's letter was not signed ; it 
bore the Company's chop, which was 
the usual custom. The chop of Messrs. 
Hopkius, Dann and Co. seen on the letter 
was tho’ chop of witness's compradore. 
Witness handed the documents to Mr. 
Ellis, saying he understood they were to 
be produced to tho Court. Witness did 
not know when the Godown Company's 
account was last made up. Probably not 
for last yoar or the year before, on 
account of the money that was due. 
Witness would enquire for and seo if 
inspection could be had of the * Red 
account” or of tho account made up by 
the Godown Compauy at the end of the 
your. 


Mr. Ellis then called Chen Za-yuon, 
Mr. Clarke's compradore, who said he 
recognised the letter, produced, apppoint- 
ing Mr. Clarke agent of the Gudown 
Company. The chop on the document 
was not his but that of the Godown Com- 
pany and was affixed by the proprictors 
of that Company. Witness kuew that 
his employers wrote on the 11th of March 
accepting the terms of the letter. 
‘The Company's letter stated that the 
arrangements had already beon made 
with the compradore. The chop on the 
letter was not that of Hopkins, Dono 
& Co, It was not the Chinese custom to 
put the signature to a letter. Private 
individuals might put their signatures, 
but in letters of this kind, concerning all 
the shareholders, it was’ customary to 
affix the chop: 


The Asscssor said he thought the Court 
ought to be able to decide the point 
raised by Mr. Phillips,on the evidence 
already before the Court. 

‘Mr. Ellis said ho did not wish to say 
anything more. ‘Thero was the evidence, 
and it was for the Court to say whether 
or not Mr, Olarke was justified in coming 
thore aa plaintif, 






































Mr. Phillips said the matter had come 
before the Court in a very extraordinary 
way. At the hearing of the 24th of 
March, Mr. Clarke’s “right to come to 
that Court as a plaintiff in that case had 
been challenged, and Mr. Clarke must 
then have known that it was neces- 
ssry for him to show that he bad an 
actual pecuniary interest in the Godowa 
Company. It was arranged, in the 
presence of Mr. Clarke and his Coun- 
sel, that the agreement whereunder 
Mr. Clarke was to receive a bonus 
on the profits of the Company was 
to be produced and subjected to 
his (Mr. Phillips) inspection. That 
being so, Counsel was surprised two 
or three ‘days later to hear through 
Mr. Ellis that Mr. Clarke refused to pro- 
duce the agreement. It was of the most 
vital importance to the case that the 
agreement should be produced and ac- 
cordingly Counsel wrote to Mr. Ellis the 
letter of the 28th of March, which the 
Court had heard read. It must have 
boon only about two weeks ago that Mr. 
Ellis said that the documents were 
st his office for iuspection. Counsel 
wont with his interpreter to Mr. Ellis's 
office, but Mr. Ellis and his interpret: 
were both out. ‘They did inspect ce: 
documents, but did not see tho 
referred to, and with no-one to 
them the inspection was valueless. Sub- 
soquently the agreerent was produced 
for their inspection. Counsel did not 
suggest that Mc. Clarke had fabricated 
the document ; Mr. Clarke was a man of 
honour aud integrity, Nor, of course, 
did Counsel suggest that’ Mr. Ellis 
had done so, He suggested, however, 
shat it mais fespicious document. It 
was choj , “the lown Com; a 
Mosera, Hopkios, Dunn and Co., Foreign 
Merchants,” in their Chinese name. That 
chop must have been made before the 
arrangement between Mr. Clarke and the 
Godown Company was actually com- 
pleted, and it seemed an extraordinary 
thing that the Godown Company should 
have had the chop prepared before Mr. 
Clarke had accepted their terms. ‘Thei 
terms were accepted by Mr. Clarke in his 
letter of the 11th of March—three days 
after the document had been chopped. 
He thought he was right, therefore, iu 
saying it was a suspicious document, aud 
it was a pity it was not disclosed when 
asked for—just after the hearing of the 
24th of March, 



























Mr. Ellis said he would like to 
say a few words with to 
the documents.

‘ommercial Treaty of 1903. In 
Article X of this treaty it is stated 
that: “The Chinese Government 
agree to open to foreign trade, with- 
in six months of the exchange of the 
Ratifivations of this Treaty, Chang- 
shafu in the province of Hunan on 
the same footing as the ports alrendy 

ened to foreign trade.” Under 
the most-favoured-nation arran; 
ment this concession to Japan 
fully to be enjoyed by Great Britain 
as if it were actually incorporated in 
the Treaty of Shanghai. 

Mr. Bennertz last year took ad-

Still I 
stood firm and did not move an inch, 
simply told the authorities in 
charge that I would either pass 
through the city gate with my 
‘cargo free of likin, or they could 
take e of same.

all the thirty-five packages inside the 
city gate, took away all my co lies to 
my hong in the city, and paid them 
their dues, The matter is at nt 
referred to the Minister, and I am 
again waiting without a cash of in- 
demnity yet peid for the stoppage of 
my business now since July 1904 up 
to date.”

fact that there are at the present 
moment similur cases to that of Mr. 
Bennertz at places much nearer 
Shanghai than Changsha is, but the 
case of Bennertz is a typical example 
of the audacity of Chinese officials, 
and their readiness to flout solemn 
engagements ratified by their own 
Government.

‘Tie Sydney Bulletin writes hopefully 
of the future of silver ; it says :— 

Ten years ago tho;Indian Government 
‘established the gold standard, and there 
was a great anxiety on the part of 
silver-producers. Just before that time 
the U.S. silver party had carried through 
the Windom and other laws, going half- 
way, or more, towards bimetallism, with 
the result that, as the U. S. accumulated 
the metal, the price boomed, and with it 
the production, the latter helped along by 
the then comparatively new Broken Hill 
mines. It was this which frightened the 
Indian Government. With the breakdown 
‘of the American legislation came the 
great rush of gold-production from South 
Africa and West Australia; and, between. 
the two, bimetallisa was laid out for dead. 
The introduction af the gold standard to 
India completed the silver-lead miner's 
misery; for it was thought that the 
world’s most consistent market for the 
white metal would thereafter be closed, 
‘or thereabouts. . Certainly for a year or 
‘two the demand did fall off seriously, and 
in 1895 the export from London was, at 
tthe lower prices, valued at’ only 
'£3,624,496, But thereafter there was 
‘a steady recovery. The. Hindoo millions 
went .on using silver just the same as 
ever; the only (difference was that, as 
their production increased a bit, and 
their taxes fell heavier, they needed 
rather more silver than before, In 1903 
the. export. from London -oonsequently 
reached £7,423,330, and in 1904 it was 
up to £9,527,618. Another more recent 
scare wascaused by the closing of the 
Mexican mints to the free coinage of 
silver; but this time the market did 
not tumble. Further it is announced 
that the U.S. have used up the ailver 
they accumulated when they sot out 
to practise modified bimetalliam on their 
own account ; there have been no im- 
portant discoveries of silver for many 
‘Years, and no great metallurgical changes; 
the steadying of the silver market at 
‘comparatively low price has greatly in- 
‘creased the use of the metal in the indus- 
‘trial and decorative arts; and, generally, 
the feeling of distrast of silver, which 
‘was 80 pronounced eight or ten years ago, 
has about disappeared. There is not any 
likelihood whatever of a return to the old 
price (4s. 3d..and upwards) ; but there 
is not any visible reason now to expect the 
‘slump. that was threatened s few yoars 
‘ago, when standard metal actually did get 
down. to 1s..10d., or about 5}d. below 
‘what looks like the present normal rate. |

A Poking dispatch states that the

It was also contended that as there are 
already Chinese civil mandarins in Mi 
churia, there is no necessity for Japanese. 
This Tod, we believe, to the recent de- 
clavation’ of the Japanese Govoroment 
that the civil administration referred 
meroly to the Linotung Poninsula, which 
ad been leased to Russia prior to the 
war.

WANING EUNUCH. 


Waurren yor Tax “Nonra-Caixa 
Dany News.” 

One of the leading influences that has 
borne upon Corea for weal and woo 
during its history has been the eunuch. 
Smooth-faced and sallow, high-keyed as 
to voice, and with the ehadow of au old 
woman looking ont over his cheok bon 
the tall gauat figuro has been seen for 
ages scuttling in aud out of the palace. 
‘Tho influences of some might be ad- 
ved as male, female, and nonter, and 
into the last class falls the eunuch.’ He 
is a muustrosity of course, a contradiction 
of the eternal law, the product of a de- 
formed age, which shows itsolf in his 
face and renders him unpleasant to look 
upon if not repulsi 

How do eunuel come about that 
Corea should enjoy such numbers of th 
and that they should live and flourish so 
abundantly? It is a hard question to 
answer and yet any Corean will answer 
it at once, and they will all answer it in 
the same way. Their answor is recorded 
in the “ Histoire de I'Eglise de Corée,” 
aud occasions no surprise on their part, 
but always surprise and incredulity on 
the part of the foroiguer. It reads, 
“They wore made ennuchs by dogs’ 
This is how eight out of ten aro said 
to be made; one out of ten is born 






















































a eunuch they say, and t one 
becomes @ eunuch through the ambition 
of the family, who desii ntrée to the 





Palace. 

When grown up, eunuchs are taller 
than ordinary mortals, Nature having 
been switched of one conrse projects 
itself slong another. Then as to the 
voice, how shall I describe it? It isa 
gitl’s voice lacking that subtle something 
of softness and beanty that makes it a 
gitl’s voice. It is the ghost of a voice, 
an objectionable note like the clack of 
banshee, and yet withal an excellent 
voice to whisper with. 

In disposition they approach more: 
nearly to women, 80 Coresns say. There 
is a common expression which rans Na-si 
churnm kol nainta (as mad asa eunuch). 
Their age is said to be beyond bounds. 
They are liberal and generous, are unfor- 
giving if once wronged, are partial and 
one-sided in their views, all of which 
traits, according to the Corean, belong 
to women. I have some friends among 
the eunuohs, aud one I know particularly 
woll is a jolly, free and easy, lively girl 
style of person, that is most refreshing 
to meet. He usually hassome good story 
to tell or some droll experience that 
would be interesting to anyone. 

‘The rank and position of the eunuch 
in society is very high indeed. They aro 
divided into three classes—Chi-sa (4308), 

















Obang-pan (559), and Nang-ch‘ung (BR 

‘The Chi-sa classhave titles applied to 
them that aro used to princes and officers 
of the first rauk. Evon the Nang-ch'ung 
are addressed politely aud shown all: 
deference. This, of course, is accounted 
for from the fact of thoir being the King’s: 
body servants. They swoop his rooms, 
shake up his bed, draw the blinds, spread 
the quilt, put on his clothes, tie his topkuot, 
fix his headband and hat, bring in 
table, light his pipe. 












is 
They aro all round 
about him with their sallow clammy 
existences, turning whatever of life there 
is for him into their emasculated world. 





They move in and out of the kitch 
‘and among the serving-maids. There is 
not a corner of the Palace, be it the 
Emperor's or Queen's apartments, that 
is not free to them. They tako turns in 
waiting on His Imperial Highnoss, and 
when off duty return to their private 
homes. In order to be reckoned as men 
and not as mere women, they each havo 
a wife and usually an adopted son. 
Originally the eannch was intended 
for the household servant of the Palace 
and was not supposed to mix in affairs of 
State, but as time passed ho tasted. tho 
delights of power, and found that buying 
and selling and trading in office was moro 
interesting and Incrative than simply 
hanging out bed quilts to air or tasting 
the King’s cabbage pickle or chili pep- 
pers. The eunuch has grown to be a 
mighty man in State affairs. Ho nover 
hoard of Liverpool or New York, but ho 
it of all the intricacies of Corean 


























Ho is horribly superstitious and plays 
on the keys of the Emperor's soul by 
this meavs. Like a raf of hobgoblins 
they gather round His Im 
his original darknes 
intonsely dark. ‘Tho palaces 
swarm with them. ‘They are sought out 
by all “pullers” for office. 

Those are dark days for the eunuch. 
Scores of them have beon dismissed from 
the Imperial service, through the influence 
of the Japanese, we are told, In the 
agony of it they have wept, they and 
His Majesty. Uoreans all ‘understand 
to begin with that they aro victims of 
fate, in the fact that they are eunnchs, 
without posterity, which is another word 
for eternal life. Some hidden law of fate 
has found its satisfaction in striking the 
balanco against thom, Coreans say that 
men who hook eels in the eyo for a living 
find their posterity afflicted with what 
is called sa pal nun (four, eight e 
that are not mates, one on one side 
being a number four eye, the other being 
a number eight, Meucius says thore is 
prosperity in store for those who heap 
up good, but wrath for those who heap 
evil. The Corean argues that since the 
Na-si (eunuch) has fallen on such day 
as these, when tears flow over hi 
boardless checks, he must have heaped 
up sins and dono much evil. Evil 
brings desolation and desolation proves 
evil, Doubtless this may be true. At 
any rate the eunuch belongs to the ago 
of the night-gown coat and the long 
finger-vail, and that age is now past. 

In the old procession days when His 
Majesty went forth in Stato to visit tho 
gods, there rode about his chair a cohort 
of eunnchs, with the check and the eye 
sod chin of the inscrutable East. But, 
says the Corean, there is no more East, 
the East is gone; nothivg is left but 
just a hopper fall of mortals, everyone 











































steaggling to tread down his fellow. and 
push him under into the mills of the 
same gods once worshipped. The eunuch 
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tint chicanery but 
helpless to hold his own in an age when 
brute force and muscle hold sway. Low 
down in the hopper lies the eunuch, 
and one of these times at the turning of 
the gods he shall go his way and shall 
appear no more.

Next 
day, when delivery was taken, it was found 
that two cases of butter were missing. The 
boatmen admitted that there were two 
cases missing, but denied having stolen it. 
‘They said it must have been stolen in the 
night-when they were asleep. If this were 
so, aud the prisoners had not actually 
stolen the butter, they were yet responsible 
for the loss.—The prisoners admitted the 
facts as stated by complainants’ repre- 
sentative. They ex; their willing- 
nesa to make good the loss, but pleaded 
that they were poor men and would re- 
quire time in which to make payment — 
An order was made that the prisoners 
should pay to the complainants one half 
($80) of the value of the missing cargo 
forthwith, and should pay the balauce

A Gambling Raid. 

Ten natives were charged with pub- 
licly gambling in Li Hongkew on the 
7th instant in sheds erected for the 

urpose,—" ‘id on 1 lors’ 
Pronives was made by Taspectors Lynch 
and Armstrong, and Detectives Brown 
Kingston, Burnside, and Bookless— 
Inspector Lynch said that the rendezvous, 
of the gamblers was irequented by all the 
loafers and bad characters of the Settle- 
ment, This was the second raid upon 
the place. A short time ago the place 
was raided and twenty-nine men were 
arrested. On that occasion they were 
sentenced to be bambooed, but that 
seemed to have had no deterrent influ- 
ence, and in this case he suggested a fino. 
The place was difficult to approach, as 
the gamblers had so many scouts out, 
and it was only possible to raid the 
place with a small body of police. The 
gambling business was run by somo 
wealthy man residing in the Settlement, 
of whose identity the polico wero as 
yet unaware. When the police entered 
the sheds all the gamblers jumped up 
and upset the tables. There were several 
people gambling there, but the police 
were ay ae to arrest the men now 
before the Court—The Magistrate ox- 
amined the prisoners at groat length, after 
which they were each sentenced to 300 
blows and two wooks’ cangue.

Having 
received this note, Wong applied for the 
arrest of Chu and the case was brought 
before the Mixed Court on the 27th of 
April. ‘The magistrate on this occasion 
declared his belief that the terms used in 
the letter were not in the nature of a 
threat, and this, together with the fact 
that the dispute was connected with a 




















repudiation of a marriage contract, and 
the defendant living outside the Settle- 
ment, caused the case, as is customary in 
such circumstances, to be accordingly 
turned over to the native Court. The 
Magistrate tried the case and ashe found 
no proof to corroborate the charge, and 
and as Wong had meddled in this law- 
suit, the magistrate took it to be a 
false accusation, which according to 
Chinese law is punishable with 
cangue or deportation, and Wong Fub-lin; 

was therefore sentenced to five hundre: 

blows. Prior to the next sitting the 
American Assessor obtained sufficient new 
evidence to justify a re-heariny of the case 
and accordingly on the 2nd of May the 
case was again heard. The case was twit 
remanded in order to obtain further evid- 
ence and every effort was made by tho 
Court and by the Police to ascertain the 
truth, that jugtice might prevail. This, 
coupled with the testimony of the party 
who read the letter to the complainant, to 
the effect that there was but little of the 
letter which he could decipher, only a few 
of the characters contained therein being 
at all intelligible to him, the Court is 
unable to o»nvict the defendant and orders 
that he be released upon his giving 
sufficient security to assure his future goo 

conduct.
